Instructions  Regarding  Text-Books 


FOR 

Public,  Separate,  Continuation  and  High  Schools 
and  Collegiate  Institutes 

1.  The  publishers  shall  sell  directly,  in  any  quantity,  to  any  purchaser 
for  use  in  Ontario,  the  books  listed  in  Schedules  A,  B,  C  and  D  above,  at  20 
per  cent  (those  marked  [*]  30  per  cent;  those  marked  [f]  25  per  cent)  less  than 
the  maximum  prices  named  in  the  aforesaid  Schedules.  Certain  additional 
discounts,  which  may  vary  from  time  to  time,  are  to  be  allowed  on  certain 
books,  as  the  Minister  directs. 

2.  As  may  be  determined  by  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  School  Trus- 
tees, the  books  for  class  study  in  English  Literature,  as  prescribed  by  the 
Regulations  and  as  selected  by  the  Principal  and  approved  by  the  Inspector, 
shall  be  provided  by  the  pupils  for  their  own  use  or  by  the  Board  of  School 
Trustees  in  the  school  library  for  the  use  of  the  pupils  in  the  different  classes 
in  numbers  satisfactory  to  the  Principal  and  approved  by  the  Inspector. 

3.  The  books  required  for  reference  or  for  supplementary  reading  in 
English,  History,  Geography,  Science,  and  the  foreign  languages  shall  be 
provided  by  the  Board  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal,  in  numbers 
satisfactory  to  the  Principal  and  approved  by  the  Inspector. 

4.  In  Art,  Health,  Agriculture  and  Horticulture,  General  Shop  Work, 
and  Home  Economics,  suitable  reference  books,  selected  by  the  Principal  and 
approved  by  the  Inspector,  shall  be  provided  in  the  school  library  by  the 
Board  for  the  pupils'  use,  in  numbers  satisfactory  to  the  Principal. 

5.  (1)  For  Religious  Education  in  the  Public  Schools,  the  Sacred  Scrip- 
tures, or  the  Bible  Readings  published  by  the  Macmillan  Company  of  Canada 
Limited  and  issued  for  the  approval  of  School  Boards  by  consent  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  the  Programme  for  Religious  Education  in  the  Public 
Schools  of  Ontario,  and  the  Teachers'  Guides  to  Religious  Education,  Grades 
I  to  VIII,  as  approved  by  the  Department  and  published  by  the  Ryerson  Press, 
shall  be  used  as  prescribed  by  the  Regulations  of  the  Department  of  Education. 

(2)  For  Religieus  Exercises  in  the  Continuation,  High  Schools  and  Col- 
legiate Institutes,  the  Sacred  Scriptures  or  the  Bible  Readings  published  by 
the  Macmillan  Company  of  Canada  Limited  and  issued  for  the  approval  of 
School  Boards^by  consent  of  the  Department  of  Education,  shall  be  used  as 
prescribed  by  the  Regulations  of  the  Department  of  Education. 
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6.  (1)  The  Principal  shall  submit  to  the  Inspector  at  his  official  visit  a 
copy  of  each  of  the  text -book  resolutions,  duly  dated  and  certified  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  at  the  time  of  his  visit  to  each 
school  to  see  that  the  text-book  resolutions  of  the  Board  have  been  duly 
passed  and,  when  necessary,  from  time  to  time  thereafter,  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Regulations  relating  thereto  have  been  duly  carried  out  in  the  school. 

Public  and  Separate  Schools 

7.  Books  authorized  for  use  in  Grades  IX  and  X  of  Continuation  and 
High  Schools  and  Collegiate  Institutes  are  authorized  for  use  by  pupils  taking 
the  corresponding  subjects  in  Grades  IX  and  X  of  Public  and  Separate  Schools. 

8.  Boards  of  Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  Trustees  may  by  resolution 
adopt  either  the  Ontario  Readers  or  the  Canadian  Catholic  Corona  Readers 
for  use  in  the  schools  under  their  charge. 

9.  The  Board  should  select  from  the  lists  given  in  Schedule  B,  page  4, 
sets  of  books  for  pupils'  use,  to  be  used  as  supplementary  to  the  authorized 
text-books  in  Grades  V,  VI,  VII  and  VIII. 

Continuation  and  High  Schools  and  Collegiate  Institutes 

10.  Books  authorized  for  use  in  Grades  VII,  VIII,  IX  and  X  of  the  Public 
Schools  are  authorized  for  use  by  pupils  taking  the  corresponding  subjects  in 
Grades  IX  and  X  of  Continuation  and  High  Schools  and  Collegiate  Institutes. 

11.  For  the  Upper  School  (Grade  XIII)  courses  (excepting  those  in 
Modern  Languages,  for  which  certain  text-books  are  recommended  in  Schedule 
D  of  Circular  14),  any  books  may  be  used  which  have  been  recommended  by 
the  Principal  and  approved  by  resolution  of  the  Board.  If  no  change  has  been 
made  since  the  passing  of  this  resolution  in  a  former  year,  another  resolution 
is  not  necessary. 

12.  Any  edition  of  the  English  Literature  texts  prescribed  for  the  exami- 
nations conducted  by  the  Department  of  Education  may  be  used  in  the  schools 
with  the  approval  of  the  Principal.  In  the  case  of  French,  German,  Italian  and 
Spanish,  when  the  edition  is  not  specified  in  Circular  58  or  in  the  Courses  of 
Study,  any  unabridged  edition  may  be  used. 

13.  Boards  shall  provide  in  the  school  library  a  supply  of  "Wild  Plants 
of  Canada,"  or  of  other  Floras,  sufficient  for  class  use  by  the  pupils,  but  pupils 
shall  not  be  required  to  buy  them. 
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AUTHORIZED  TEXT-BOOKS 
High  Schools  Act 

60.  (1)  A  teacher  shall  not  use  or  permit  to  be  used  as  a  text-book  in  a 
High  School  any  book  except  such  as  is  authorized  by  the  Regulations,  and  the 
Minister,  upon  the  report  of  the  Inspector,  may  withhold  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  Legislative  grant  in  respect  of  any  High  School  in  which  any 
unauthorized  book  is  so  used. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  Regulations,  an  authorized  text-book  in  actual  use  in 
a  High  School  may,  with  the  written  approval  of  the  Board,  be  changed  by 
the  teacher  for  any  other  authorized  text-book  on  the  same  subject. 

Public  Schools  Act 

105.  An  authorized  text-book  in  actual  use  may  be  changed  by  the  teacher 
for  any  other  authorized  text-book  on  the  same  subject  with  the  written 
approval  of  the  Board  and  subject  to  the  Regulations. 

133.  If  a  teacher  negligently  or  wilfully  permits  an  unauthorized  book  to 
be  used  as  a  text-book  by  the  pupils  of  his  school,  the  Minister,  on  the  report 
of  the  Inspector,  may  suspend  such  teacher,  and  the  Board  may  also  deduct 
from  his  salary  a  sum  equal  to  so  much  of  the  Legislative  grant  as  has  been 
withheld  on  account  of  the  use  of  such  book,  or  any  less  sum  at  its  discretion. 

120.  (1)  Subject  to  the  Regulations  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Public 
School  Inspector: 

(i)  to  withhold  his  order  for  the  amount  apportioned  from  the  Legislative 
grant  and  to  order  the  withholding  of  the  municipal  grant — 

(iv)  where  the  teacher  uses  or  permits  to  be  used  as  a  text -book  any 
book  not  authorized  by  the  Regulations; 

and  in  every  case  to  report  to  the  Board  and  to  the  Minister  his  reasons  for 
so  doing. 

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  OTHER  CLASSES  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  instructions  governing  the  use  of  books  in  Commercial  High  Schools 
and  Departments,  and  Agricultural  and  Home  Economics  Departments  of  the 
High  and  Continuation  Schools,  and  in  Industrial,  Technical,  and  Art  Schools 
and  Departments,  are  as  follows: 

(1)  The  text-books  for  the  general  subjects  shall  be  the  same  as  those 
prescribed  for  the  High  Schools,  or  others  specifically  approved  in  each  case 
by  the  Minister. 

(2)  The  text-books  for  the  vocational  subjects  shall  be  those  selected  by 
the  Principal  and  approved  by  the  Minister. 

Note. — Circular  52  gives  a  complete  list  of  authorized  and  recommended  texts  approved 
by  the  Minister  for  use  in  Vocational  Schools.

Re  Conservation  of  Text-books 

The  present  difficulties  in  the  publishing  of  text-books, 
arising  out  of  shortage  of  paper  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
skilled  help,  are  a  matter  of  concern  to  the  Department  of 
Education.  Principals,  teachers  and  pupils  can  help  to  over- 
come these  difficulties  and  so  to  ensure  an  adequate  supply  of 
books  for  the  next  school  year. 

The  utmost  care  should  be  taken  of  text-books  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  pupils,  so  that  as  far  as  possible  they  may  be  used 
again. 

The  Administrator  of  Printing  and  Publishing  has  re- 
quested the  maximum  use  of  second-hand  books.  In  some 
schools,  book  exchanges  have  already  been  set  up  by  student 
organizations.  In  other  cases,  booksellers  have  themselves 
undertaken  the  resale  of  text-books. 

Your  co-operation  is  asked  in  this  matter  in  the  interest 
of  national  economy.
